Certainly bv reducing the yields 
per acre we would greatly increase 
the cost ot producing a unit ot 
crop .«uch as a bushel of corn. 
In fact, the price would nave to 
be so high, if the grower stayed 
in business, that consumer swould 
justly criticize farmers for their 
inefficiency 
The solution of the 
surplus problem is not by being 
le.«s efficient but by being more 
«o. It doe« not rail for lower vie ids 
per acir but for fewer acres. Just 
how we 
acres is 
of the most 
popular 
approaches 
at the present time is the u«e of 
the soil 
conservation reserve to 
take millions of acres out of pro­ 
duction. Others would tighten up 
acreage 
allotments 
Still 
othej« 
would use the principals 
of 
the 
Brennen plan that calls for com­ 
pensatory payments to farmers for 
that proportion of their crops con- 
sumed in this country. The pro­ 
duction in excess of our own need« 
would be soid abroad on the world 
mai ket.

The survey simultaneously points up dramatically th»* 
power of the union bosses' propaganda machine. While 55 
per cent agree with the principle of Right to Work, only 08 
per cent say they favor Right to Work laws. The survey 
also points out that those who feel Right To Work laws hurt 
the working man are repeating consciously or sub-conscious- 
lv the totally unsubstantiated propaganda that they will 
“kill the unions'* or bring about “sweatshop” conditions or 
reductions in pay. 
The survey highlights “the paradoxical position” . . . that 
almost three in ten of the workers who say that Right to 
Work laws w ill hurt the working man also say that compan­ 
ies should be permitted to employ non-union workers. 
Rep. Edgar Hiestand (R-Calif.) also has made a survey. 
In his seventh annual questionnaire to his constituents, he 
asked if voters wanted Congress to outlaw state Right to 
Work laws. Seventy per cent of tlie answers said “no.” 
Ninety-five per cent of the answers favored stiff legisla­ 
tion to give the working man control of his unions and 90 
per cent of the answers said labor tiions should comply with 
anti-monopoly laws.
